prices of labor and material, that the sum of $50,000,000, added to the
$6,000,000 already provided for, will be sufficient for the completion of
the structure and stations for the Frankford Elevated Railway from
Front and Arch streets to Frankford avenue and Rhawn street, and of
the Broad Street Subway from League Island to Olney avenue, includ-
ing the delivery loop in Locust, Eighth and Arch streets, together with
the recommended elevated branch to the Northeast and a Northwest
elevated branch from Logan to Germantown, the line between Filbert
street and Ridge avenue to be so located as to permit the construction
of a subway alongside by the Pennsyivania Railroad Company. Also
to build complete the structure agd stations of the recommended Wood-
land avenue elevated line, and the Roxborough line as subway under the
Parkway and as elevated in North 20th street and Henry avenue.

A eeore of persons wers driven from thelr
homen, soma Jumping Into the strests from
necond-ntory windows, two men were in-
Jured and property damage estimated from
$100,000 to $125.000 wan done In a fire, of
supponed Ineendiary origln, that started at
2 o'¢loek this morning In the John E.
Sjostrom Company's eabinet-making plant,
1719 North Tenth atreet.

That the fire was Incendiary Is the bellef
of Mr, Sjostrom, although ne motive s
known., Mr, Sjostrom sald today he had
been told by Alfred Schuler, the plant's
watechman, who lves at 2423 Narth Falrhill
stroet, that he had heard an explosion on
the first floor while he was making his
rounds on the third floor.

Jacob Bellerjenu, a tulie operntor em-
ployed at aubstation O of the pontoffice, at
Tenth street and Columbla avenue, who dis-
covered the blaze, knows only that It started
somewhera In the bullding. He was walk-
Ing along Columbla avenus when he saw
the binze shoot out toward the street, he
says. He yelled the alarm, and a few mo-
menta  afterward Sergeant Brinton and
Policeman aBird, of the Twelfth District,
appeared. The three men, after sending In
the first of the four automatie alarms,
started In the work of rousing the neigh-
borhood, for the blaza was then most
threatening, and of rescuing a number of
horses In a stable next to the cablnet-mak-

Ing plant.

Six horses were taken from the stable,
When that work had been accomplished
the firemen arrived, but the flamea had
then spread to surrounding bulldings. ©On

Schuler, the watchman, was on the third
floor, making his rounds, when he knew
that the bullding was on fire, He ran to the
first floor, but found his escape through the
doorways had alrendy been shut off. Creatly
excited, he made his way to a window, but
not before the flames had caught him. When
he jumped his halr and eyebrows had al-
ready been badly burned. He is now in a
highly nervous state, suffering from the
shoeck of his experience. The other man
injured was Adam Shide, hoseman, of En-
gine Company No. 34, who wan burned

Secretary for tho body in order that it might
be burled by ths relatives, Not only was
that request refused, Mr. Duffy sald, but he
also was refused permission to witness the
hanging.
